I've completed restoration of a pair of W2DZZ traps, have them in the air, 
and they are working perfectly. But now I want to identify the manufacturer 
or vendor of these traps and nominally when they were sold. VSWR on 40 & 75 
is great, and 2-3:1 in other bands. Solid state rigs wouldn't like the 
antenna above 40m, but my Viking 2 would love it everywhere......... without 
a tuner! 


Here are a few details that provide context: 


The design of the W3DZZ traps appeared in QST in March 1955 by Chester 
Buchanan. His implementation used two short pieces of aluminum and acrylic 
plastic to make a coaxial capacitor of 60 pF. This was placed in parallel 
with an air-wound 8.2 uH inductor. He claimed it covered 80, 40, 20, 15, and 


10m, but was not flat on all bands. This seems to be the earliest this trap 
design saw the light of day. Similar physical designs have appeared from 
several manufacturers over the years under the "W3DZZ trap" name. These 
traps appeared to have been sold in a ready-made kit with wire and 
insulators. 


The traps I am trying to identify are about 6" long and 1" in diameter. Ends 
are capped off with hemispheres glued to the PVC tube. Two brass #6 studs 
are provided near the ends. The antenna wire is attached to a pair of thin 
copper U-shaped that provide a DC connection to the parallel tuned circuit 
inside. The brass studs pass through holes in the copper strap ("harness"). 
The copper strap contacts through brass nuts, forming a DC contact. Trap 
body is ~.075" PVC tubing. Connections to the wires is made by soldering a 
pigtail to each strap. The antenna wire supplied with the antenna kit is #16 
hard drawn copper. 


Only surprise inside the trap was the 8.2 uH inductor (#18) is wound on a 
nylon bobbin glued to the inside of the PVC tube. The parallel 60 pF cap is 
made from four 240pF N300 disc ceramics rated at 1000V each. A surprise was 
that the variation of the disc caps was no more than +/- 2 pF, making the 60 
pF value right on. Perhaps hand picked??? There was also a substantial 
plastic tube of silica gel that restored to dark blue perfectly. (And no, 
it didn't have printing on it that suggest one should not eat it! ) 


I'm pretty certain this trap set is not the only one in existence. I have 
not looked at QST advertising in the 10-15-year period following March 1955. 
(QST ads don't seems to be in the ARRL archives, and I've not dived into my 
QST CD search.) Of course there is no guarantee adds appeared in QST! Other 
competing magazines such as 73 and CQ may have offered advertising to a 
small enterprise more cheaply, and, of course, they could be advertised by a 
stocking distributor. So maybe you've seen an ad???
